HILO, Hawaii, Dec. 27.—Twelve 
army bombing pianes were ordered 
to take off today to blast molten 
lava from Mauna Loa out of the 


course which threatens Hilo’s water 
supply and might eventually reach 
the city itself. If the aerial barrage 
fails, a detachment of 50 men from 
the Third Engineers will try to turn 
the lava with dynamite. 

The aviators were directed to 
drop bombs individually and then 
in salvos, if necessary, to create a 
new channel through which the 
lava could flow harmlessly toward 
the ocean.

Corruption of Unions.

“The varieus legal immunities 
given to labor unions,” the report 
continued, “have unfortunately 
made them, in a number of in- 
stances, a particularly § attractive 
instrument for extortion and co- 
ercion by criminals. 

“We have found that many labor) 
nnions and their helpless members | 


are being mercilessly exploited by | 


rorrupt leaders and gangsters who | 
run the unions for their own 
profit, preying upon both business 
and union workers.” 

Evasion of business men on the 
witness stand was cited in the 
jury’s summary as one of the diffi- | 
culties encountered. 

“We have been shocked by the 
reluctance of some business men, 
who are victims of these rackets, 
to give testimony,” the report said. 

“It is an appalling condition 
when, in order to procure the tes- 
timony of citizens against crim- 
inals, it should first be necessary 
to make criminal cases against 
those citizens in order to compel 
them to do their obvious duty.”

WASHINGTON, Dec, 27. — The 
Treasury approached the mid-point 
of the 1936 fiscal year today with 
receipts lagging far behind increas- 
ing expenditures and with a deficit 
of $1,785,000,000. 

For every dollar collected in taxes

cial year began July 1, $1.95 has 
been spent. Of the latter, $1.10 
went for the regular genera] ex- 
‘penditures of departments and 
bureaus and 85 cents for relief and 
other emergency purposes. 

These factors, coupled with pros- 
'pective expenditures, caused an in- 
crease in the gross. Federal public 
‘debt of $1,843,000,000. The debt

He 
said he was acquainted with Moo- 
ney and that on the day in ques- 
tion Mooney approached him in 
the tunnel between the _ service 
building and the main hospital 
building. 

“He asked me how my job stood,” 
Carrico testified. “I said, ‘All right, 
I guess.’ Mooney said he thought 
he could fix it up for me for about 
$50. I told him I never paid for 
a job in my life and I wasn't pay- 
ing him. Two weeks later I was 
fired.” 


Cross-Examined by Mooney. 

Mooney, who was present at the 
deposition hearing a8. counsel for 
Dr. Sheahan and also for himself 
in a similar ouster suit brought 
against him by Anderson, cross- 
examined the witness.

Laval Virtually Admits 
League Is Powerless to 
Halt Italy — Confidence 
Vote Likely. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 27. Debate on 
foreign policy in the Chamber of 
Deputies broke up in an uproar late 
today, after Premier Pierre Laval, 
virtually admited the League of 
Nations was powerless to halt 
Italy's invasion of Ethiopia without 
risking European war. 

Renunciation of further sanc- 
tions against Rome was forecast by 
the Premier, who defended the An- 
glo-French peace plan which forced 
the resignation of Sir Samuel 
Hoare as Britain's foreign secre- 
tary before its failure. 

After the Premier had concluded, 
Leon Blum, Socialist leader, tried 
in vain to make himself heard in a 
bitter denunciation of Laval's pol- 
icies. He was repeatedly interrupt- 
ed by Rightists, whose remarks 
drew heated remarks from Leftists. 
Blum asked for suspension of the 
session when the speaker failed to 
obtain order. The Deputies were 
near blows on one occasion. 

Although Blum demanded that 
Laval follow Hoare by resigning, 
the opinion in Chamber lobbies was 
that the Premier would be given 
a narrow but safe majority in a 
vote of confidence tomorrow. 

Efforts “Faultless.” 

Laval, with the life of his Gov- 
ernment at issue, told the Cham- 
ber his efforts to settle the Italian- 
Ethiopian wai had been “faultless.” 

He told the chamber he had 
been informed Italy would consider 
an oil embargo “an act implying 
war against Italy.” 

He promised wholehearted aid to 
Great Britain, however, in fighting 
off any Italian attack which might 
result from enforcement of sanc- 
tions. 

Sanctions “Hazardous.” 


France, the Premier said, has 
shown respect for the League of 
Nations, on which France’s own 
safety from attack depends, by 
“loyal and strict” application of 
sanctions, “however painful.” 

His main anxiety, he said, was to 
avert a European war now and to 
assure aid for France under the 
League in case Germany ever at- 
tacked France. 

Sanctions, however, are “hazard- 
ous,” Laval declared, and he warned 
that the League’s action, which he 
said was limited, should be aimed 
primarily*at keeping peace. 

Blames Warring Nations. 

Laval blamed both the Italian and 
Ethiopian Governments for respon- 
ibility “in the death” of the peace 
plan, and said neither “had shown 
the readiness or comprehension we 
had the right to expect.” 

Pointing out that the League 
sanctions committees were stil] at 
work, Laval said: “Certainly we 
must observe international law, but 
that law was established to avoid 
war and to limit its effects. Our 
duty under the covenant is to pur- 
sue negotiations.” 

Communist Deputy Arthur Ram- 
ette, cried: “But giving a reward 
to the aggressor certainly is not 
your duty!” Laval replied that 
France must depend for her own 
security on the League of Nations. 

The Premier expressed “hearty 
fear of an incident, like so many 
shown in history, which, perhaps, 
will lead us into war.” He said 
that was the reason he was clinging 
steadfastly to a hope of conciliation. 

“Brings Grave Problems.” 

Laval declared the failure of his 
settlement plan “brings up grave 
problems” and indirectly criticised 
Premier Mussolini by saying, 
“Speeches have been delivered 
which have not helped my task. 

Discussing the question of Fran- 
co-British collaboration, which had 
been the rallying cry of his oppo- 
nents, who accused him of favoring 
Premier Mussolini, Laval] said: “No 
one can deny that such collabora- 
tion is an essential guarantee of 
European safety. I have done noth- 
ing to weaken that collaboration. 
Whatever may -happen, I will per- 
severe in earnest action for peace.” 

Sanctions and British Aid. 

But he said he was convinced ad- 
ditional measures of sanctions 
against Mussolini would be the sig- 
mal for an Italian attack. Sanc- 
tionists, he indicated, are not will- 
ing to impose stiff penalties which 
might lead to war against Italy be-

Notifies Philippines It Would 
Be Contrary to Govern- 
ment’s Policy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27. — The 
State Department announced today 
that it had disapproved a proposed 
shipment of chromium ore from 
the Philippine Islands to Italy. 

Its action was taken as a result 
of an inquiry made by the Amer- 
ican High Commissioner at Manila, 
Frank Murphy, as to whether the 
American neutrality policy would 
be violated if companies operating 
chromium mines in the islands 
filled an order which they had re- 
ceived from Italy. 

In reply, the State Department 
transmitted through the War De- 
partment a statement asserting it 
was contrary to the express policy 
of this Government to export to 
warring nations, in abnormal quan- 
tities, commodities which could be 
used for war purposes. 

It would appear, the State Depart- 
ment added, that the proposed ex- 
port of chromium would constitute 
the export of an abnormal quantity 
of that essential war material. 

Under the commonwealth form 
of government recently launched in 
the Philippine Islands preparatory 
to full independence, the conduct of 
the commonwealth’s foreign affairs 
is subject.to the approval of the 
American Government.

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MUSEUM BUYS HOUDON 
BUST OF FRANKLIN 


Original Plaster Portrait Ac- 
quired by City Institution 
for $5750. 


An original plaster bust of Ben- 
jamiin Franklin by Jean Antoine 
Houdon, brilliant French sculptor, 
has been purchased by the City Art 
Museum for $5750, it was learned 
today when a bill for the purchase 
was sent to the Comptroller's of- 
fice. 

The bust, 17% inches high, is. on 
exhibition in Gallery 1A of the mu- 
seum, immediately to the left of the 


main entrance among a collection 
of French Renaissance and eight- 
eenth century objects. 

The purchase was made from 
Seligman, Rey & Co. of New York. 
A certification by Paul Gouvert, 
Parisian authority, made in 1933, 
accompanied the bill. Gouvert stat- 
ed the bust, which he termed “mag- 
nificent,” was from the collection 
of the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, 
Germany, and his examination indi- 
cated he was convinced the bust is 
without doubt the original plaster. 

Houdon executed the bust when 
Franklin was Ambassador to the 
court of Louis XVI in 1778. The 
sculptor accompanied Franklin to 
the United States in 1785 andl 
stayed with Washington at Mount 
Vernon for some time. 

Other famous works by Houdon 
are busts of Catherine II, Diderot, 
Prince Galitzin, Moliere, a statue oi 
Voltaire and Marshal Ney and a 
nude statue of Napoleon now at 
Dijon, France. Many of his works 
are in the Louvre in Paris.

ABANDON SOVIET 
SHIP IN CE PAK 


Several Groups Reach 
Shore, Making Way on 
Foot Eight Miles Over 
Frozen Okhotsk Sea. 


By the Associated Press. 
VLADIVOSTOK, Russia, Dec. 27. 
—One hundred passengers have 
abandoned the stranded Soviet 
steamer Lozovski and are making 
their way across eight miles of ice 
to shore of the Okhotsk Sea, it was 
learned today. 

The Lozovski, a 2000-ton freight 
and passenger vessel, was caught in 
the ice while en route to Viadivos- 
tok from Sakhalin Island, and re- 
ported that the ice pressure threat- 
ened to crush its hull. 

Some members of the crew were 
letailed as guides for passengers 
seeking to reach the shore, and oth- 
ers set up tents on the ice beside 
the steamer to await help. 

Reports from shore points said 
several groups of passengers had 
succeeded in reaching land, but 
that most of them were still on the 
ice. One passenger and a member 
of the crew were reported to be 
missing. 

The ice breaker Krassin set out 
to aid the Lozovski, but was itself 
Caught in the ice and wirelessed 
that with its engines on full speed 
for three days it had barely moved. 
The Krassin’s position was given as 
about 30 miles from the Lozovski. 
The Lozovski left Sakhalin Island 
a month ago, ran into a storm and 
became stranded. 

The Krassin which started from 
here Dec. 10 in response to an S 
O S, has exhausted its coal supply 
and both ships have only oil stoves 
for heat. 

A second rescue ship, the Uritski, 
left Vladivostok yesterday carrying 
dynamite’to blast an opening in the 
ice, as well as coal, water and other 
supplies. 


80 Stranded for Week in Ships on 
Caspian Sea. 

BAKU, Russia, Dec. 27.—Efforts 
to reach 80 persons, stranded for 
more than a week in three small 
steamers caught in the ice of the 
Caspian Sea, have thus far been 
unavailing, authorities announced 
today.

AUTHORITY PROPOSED 


Norris Intends to Offer Bill for 
Development Along Lines 
of the TVA. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27,--Sena- 
tor Norria of Nebraska, father of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority Act, 
soon said today he would intro- 
duce at the coming session of Con- 
gress a bill for a Mississippi Valley 
authority—along the lines of the 
TVA. 

It would embrace considerably 
more than half the Continental 
United States, the territory includ- 
jng the plain between the Alle- 
gheny foothills and the Western 
Continental divide. It would reach 
from the rivulets that feed the 
Mississippi near the Canadian bor- 
der to the delta where the river 
pours into the Gulf of Mexico. 

In this area, only the Tennessee 
Valley, which has its own TVA, 
would be omitted from the-plan for 
developing the great watershed. 

Norris said the projects was an 
expansion of his former plan for 
a Missouri Valley authority. Ptood 
control would be its chief goal, he 
disclosed, but it also would direct 
the development of navigation, ir. 
rigation, hydroelectric power, goil 
conservation and reforestation. In 
its flood control and navigation 
programs it would take over the 
present work of army engineers, 

The Mississippi authority, as is 
the TVA, would be managed by a 
three-man directorate. The cost is 
not stated. Congress would vote 
funds from year to year as the 
work progressed.

THAT OF KILLER'S 4TH VICTIM: 


|Ranch Caretaker Found Dead by 


Posses Searching for Ex- 
Convict. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUTTE, Mont., Dec. 27.—Butte 
police announced today that’ the 
body of Floyd Woods, 44 years old, 
ranch caretaker; thought to have 
been the fourth victim of William 
Henry Knight, ex-convic’, had been 
found. 

Posses searching a wide area in 
the hunt for Knight throughout 
Southwestern Montana reported to 
police headquarters here that the 
body of Woods was found on a 
sand bank on the Madison River 
near Ennis, about 80 miles south- 
west of here, Woods had been shot 
to death. 

Policeman Tom O'Neill and Fran- 
cis Walsh were killed, and Police- 
man James Mooney and Mrs. Flor- 
ence Benevue were wounded in 
Butte on Christmas and Knight 
was accused of the crime. 

Woods disappeared yesterday. A 
trail of blood led from his garage 
to the road. Automobile tracks 
were followed to a bridge over 
Madison River, where more blood- 
stains were found. Woods’ car was 
found near Anaconda, nearly 200 
miles from his home. 

Jean Miller, sister of Mrs. Bene- 
vue, and former companion of 
Knight, gave information on the 
basis of which Sheriff W. B. Sev- 
eryns of Seattle, Wash., named 
Knight as the murderer of Deputy 
Sheriff Thomas Meehan, killed near 
Seattle Nov. 13. 


TREATMENT OF NARCOLEPSY 
BY DRUG IS ANNOUNCED 


Successfully Used on Nine Persons 
With Uncontrollable Desire 
to Sleep. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—A new treat- 
ment for narcolepsy, a _ disease 
marked by uncontrollable desire for 
sleep, was announced today in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

Successful use of a drug, benzed- 
rine, on nine persons, each of whom 
fel] asleep from three to 10 times a 
day before treatment, was reported 
by Dr. Myron Prinzmetal of Los 
Angeles, and Dr. Wilfred Bloom- 
berg of Boston. 

Seven of the nine were afflicted 
with cataplexy (rigidity of the mus- 
cles) in connection with the nar- 
colepsy attacks, and had been vic- 
tims of the disease for as much as 
10 years, the doctors said. 

Seven were students who had 
either failed or been retarded in 
their school work. One boy slept 
intermittently in class. Stammer- 
ing was associated with one case. 

The drug used in the treatment 
is related to ephedrine and epineph- 
rine, the doctors said, but has “a 
more stimulating effect on the high- 
er centers of the central nervous 
system than ephedrine, as mani- 
fested by its ability to awaken 
experimental animals from  an- 
esthesia, and by its insomnia-pro- 
ducing effects in human beings.”

Said to Admit Having Been With 
Woman Found Dead.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Bernard 
Duffy, 35 years old, a PWA worker, 
was arrested today and booked on a 
homicide charge for the killing of 
Loretta Hunt, whose body with 
knife wounds was found in a de- 
serted building on Christmas. 

Duffy denied the accusation, but 
was quoted by Detectives Joseph 
Pickett and Eugene Mahoney as 
admitting he “picked up” the wom- 
an Tuesday night.

The break 
was largely a ramification of the 
Communist uprisings’ in Brazil, 
Uruguay's neighbor, last month. 
Brazilian Government communi-

vember rebellion were dispatched 
from Montevideo, alleging the Sovi- 
et legation here was implicated in 
sending the directions to Brazil. 
The chief instigator of the uprising 
alleged to be Luiz Carlos Pres- 


. el associated with the Third In- 


ternational. 
Other Complaints Made. 

Brazil's communication followed 
numerous recent accusations by 
South American politicians and the 
press that Communistic agitation 
was being directed from Montevi- 
deo. 

Raids and troop movements ac- 
companied the Uruguayan Govern- 
ment’s activities in the face of re- 


' ports of an imminent insurrection 


within its own borders, but nothing 
was found immediately to confirm 
the rumors. Automobiles and trains 
leaving and entering Montevideo 
were closely watched, troops re- 
nforced the supervision along the 

Brazilian and Argentine borders, 
and police descended on the homes 
of several alleged oppositionist ele- 
ments. 

Even supporters of the Govern- 
ment of President Gabriel Terra, 
which was reorganized last March 
With creation of new portfolios, 
tame under surveillance. The houses 
of two Government men were re- 
ported to have been raided, with 
one of the supporters arrested, but 
later released. 

Soviet Assailed in Chamber.

GERMANY STILL CONSIDERING 
AIR TREATY WITH BRITAIN 


It Is Pointed Out That Aviation 
g Has No Connection 
With Pact. 

By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Dec. 27.—Authoritative 
sources said’ today that a proposed 
aviation treaty between - Great 
Britain and Germany was still un- 
der negotiation after 11 months of 
consideration. 

An aviation ministry spokesman 
said, however, “Germany’s aviation 
rearmament has no connection with 
the Anglo-German naval pact.” 

A Foreign Office spokesman said: 
“The text of the naval pact was 
published June 19 and it has noth- 
ing to do with aviation. There are 
no secret clauses.” 

The German Government’s inter- 
est in military aviation is expressed 
in the German air force manual, 
just published for the first time. 
Similar manuals are issued by the 
army and navy. 

The manual itself contains only 
one reference to the Anglo-German 
naval pact. That is when it ob- 
serves that Germany, under the 
1-to-4 ratio agreement with Great 
Britain, is entitled to 47,250 tons of 
aircraft-carriers as compared to 
Great Britain’s 135,000 tons, with 
the further provision that not a sin- 
gle carrier may have a greater dis- 
placement than 27,000 tons or carry 
artillery of a caliber exceeding 20.3 
centimeters. 


RETRIAL OF TEST SUITS OVER 
PWA POWER GRANTS ORDERED 


Government Obtains Delay So Rul- 
ing Can Be Had on New 
Financing Procedure.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Retrial 


of four suits testing the right of 


the Public Works Administration 
to finance municipal power plants 
was ordered today. 

The District of Columbia Supreme 
Court remanded for retrial suits 
which affect directly or indirectly 
PWA allocations for power plants 
in Hartsell, Russellville, Gunters- 
ville, Tuscumbia, Decatur, Shef- 
field and Florence, Ala., and Plain- 
view and Huntsville, Tex. 

The court granted the Govern- 
ment’s request that the suits not 
be passed, at least temporarily, so 
the constitutionality of a new loan 
and grant procedure adopted by the 
PWA in power projects could be 
established. 

The court, in ruling originally 
on a formal contract made by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes and 
other PWA officials with cities for 
power projects, denied utility com- 
panies an injunction and they ap- 
pealed. The Eighth Circuit Court 
of Appeals invalidated the contract 
and Ickes substituted a so-called 
“offer” of a loan and grant. The 
Government is seeking a test of 
this new procedure.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 27.—Two thou- 
sand Chinese students halted their 
advance on Nanking in a comman- 
deered train when they were 70 
miles from their goal today. 

They had been threatened by the 
Government with stern measures 
for their attempt to reach the capi- 


tal to protest against Japanese ag- 
gression and the movement for 
North China autonomy. 

Many started for Shanghai in bit- 
ter weather. 

Their decision ended a five-day 
railway tieup, which the Nanking 
Government had attempted to ter- 
minate by sending 500 soldiers to 
block the commandeered train. 

Railway communications through- 
out Honan Province had been dis- 
rupted when another student body 
rushed railroad stations in Kaifeng, 
demanding free~transportation to 
Nanking. 


Suiyan Troops Massed in Fear of 
Manchukuan Attack.

PEIPING, Dec.

The letter related that Allied 
purchasing power was nearing ex- 
haustion.

FOR FLEET LIMITATION 


Their Objective Is Proposal 
Acceptable to All 5 Pow- 
ers at Naval Parley.

PARIS, Dec. 27. — France may 
propose a fleet limitation plan ac- 
ceptable to all five powers when 
the London Naval Conference re 
convenes next month, Navy Min- 
ister Francois Pietri said today in 
a statement to Le Petit Journal 
The French delegates and experts 
are working with him on the plan 
during the conference recess, Pietri 
said. 

France feels as strongly as does 
Japan against any attempt of “The 
American and British navies to 
cause their pre-eminence to become 
permanent,” he asserted. “We have 
not forgotten that at the same time 
Japan denounced the Washington 
Treaty last December, we present- 
ed a similar notification. 

“At the moment of suspension of 
the 15-day session, the British had 
just made a proposal. The Jap- 
anese considered this suggestion in- 
adequate and adhered to their de- 
mand for a ‘common upper level.’ 
We deemed it excessive, for we 
think we see in it simply a re 
newal of the Washington Treaty, 
narrower but charged with the 
same unsatisfactory elements.” 

While working on the plan for 
an agreement to replace the ex- 
piring Washington and London 
naval limitations treaties, he said, 
“It is well understood that there is 
not now, and there will not be any 
question of our abandoning cur- 
rent building.” 

Pietri expressed belief that cer- 
tain problems, more political than 
naval, might be touched on at the 
conference, not only those bearing 
on the Pacific and Mediterranean, 
but alse those arising from the 
North Sea. 

The Anglo-German accord brings 
up a group of questions, all the 
more delicate since Germany is not 
a member of the conference while, 
with the agreement of Britain, she 
is building a fleet of more than 


400,000 tons, equal to 60 per cent 
of our present strength,” Pietri 
said.

REVISING MISSOURI'S TAX STRUCTURE. 


A committee to study and make recommendations 
for revision of “Missouri's antiquated tax system” is 
soon to be appointed by William Hirth, president of 
the Missouri Farmers’ Association. Some years ago, 
Mr. Hirth caused the creation of a committee on 
taxation and government reform which rendered 
notable service to the State. His tax committee will 
have perhaps even a greater opportunity. 

Mr. Hirth says that “roughly speaking, loca] taxes 
of various kinds in Missouri amount to about $80,- 
000,000 annually. Approximately 80 per cent of this 
is assessed against real estate and other tangible 
property that constitutes less than 50 per cent of 
the State’s wealth. It is estimated that we have 
two billion dollars of so-called hidden wealth, which 
consists mostly of money, notes and bonds contribut- 
ing little or nothing in taxes.” 

In other words, our tax system is an anachronism. 
It was devised at a time when the property of most 
men was visible and tangible, in terms of houses, 
lands, cattle and so on. Long ago this condition 
ceased to exist and most wealth went into hiding, 
as it were, in the form of intangibles, but our lag- 
ging tax systems have failed to readjust themselves. 
There are, it is true, many new and comparatively 
new types of taxes, like the income and sales levies, 
but so far as local and State taxation systems are

concerned, they still place an undue burden upon 


what is known as the general property tax. 

This is a misnomer. If it were, in fact, a general 
property tax, there would be no need of Mr. Hirth's 
committee. It is a real estate tax, and, 4s Herbert 
D. Simpson, a tax expert, puts it, essentially a 
debtor’s levy. Says Mr. Simpson: 

An actual general property tax would not be 

a debtor’s tax, because such a tax would rest on 

bonds, notes, mortgages and other securities 

that represent the creditor interest. The virtual 
exemption of these interests means that the 
property tax on rea] estate and tangible wealth 
rests essentially on the equities and tangible 
assets that underlie the bulk of the private in- 


administrative policies outlined by Dr. 
Sheahan. The innuendo asserted by Mr. 
Mooney was that the grand jury con- 
ducted an ex parte proceeding, and that 
those people friendly to the policies of 
the hospital who had knowledge of con- 
ditions were not heard at this hearing. 

For myself and in behalf of the other 

members of this grand jury, I cannot ex- 

ress too strongly my sentiments at such 
assertions. They are wholly unwarrant- 
ed. false and untrue. As foreman of the 
grand jury, I refused to sanction any re- 
port until such time as Dr. Sheahan, 
Mr. Mooney and others mentioned by 
them could be heard before the grand 
jury. The report on hospital conditions 
was not predicated upon evidence pre- 
sented by the Prosecutor's office alone; 
the grand jury made an earnest attempt 
and endeavor to hear both sides of this 
unfortunate situation, going to the point 
of requiring additional witnesses to be 
suminoned by the Prosecutor's office in 
order to hear fully both sides of the con- 
troversy. Our report was made only after 
due deliberation and consideration of all 
the evidence presented by both sides, hav- 
ing in mind the fact that professional 
reputations might be at stake by virtue 
of the report. 

It is the opinion of this writer that the 
report of the grand jury was wholly war- 
ranted and was based upon conditions 
which should not be tolerated in St. Louis 
County.

debtedness of the country. This is almost neces- 
sarily the case, since the purpose of loans is 
ordinarily to put the proceeds into the produc- 
tion or acquisition of some form of property. 


It seems ridiculous that a man whose property 
consists of a $5000 home should pay the full general 
property tax, while the man who lives in a rented 
apartment and has $5000 in bonds stowed away in 
his safety deposit box should pay no such tax at all. 
The first man is being penalized for putting his 
money into a home, though the social value of home- 
owning is forever being emphasized. It is not always 
possible, however, to blame the second man for not 
declaring his bonds on a tax return. 

In St. Louis, for example, if he did so, he would 
be called upon to pay $2.74 on the $100 valuation. 
Assuming his bonds yielded 4 per cent, he would 
thus have to pay out more than half of the income 
on the bonds. That, of course, is grossly unfair. 
It is confiscatory taxation. The unfairness is so 
generally recognized that no one makes a full re- 
turn of his intangible property, nor do the authorities 
attempt to force persons to do so. Obviously, if hid- 
den wealth is to be brought to light, it cannot be 
called upon to pay at anything like the rate of $2.74. 

Mr. Hirth’s suggestion comes at a psychological 
time. Throughout the country, a movement is in 
progress to equalize tax burdens or, at least, to re- 
lieve real estate from assuming a disproportionate 
share of the tax burden. Since 1933, the exemption 
of homesteads against taxation has been written into 
the constitutions and statutes of half a dozen states 
and, in three other states, such amendments await 
action by the voters. In addition, numerous other 
states have passed laws which, one way or another, 
shift in part the emphasis upon real estate as a 
tax source. 

Missouri is sure to come to it. In his last mes- 
sage to the Legislature, Gov. Park proposed that 
property be relieved of the 5-cent State tax for 
general revenue purposes, the money to be made up 
from sales tax proceeds. The next Legislature is 
almost sure to consider proposals to lighten the bur- 
den upon real estate. Mr. Hirth’s committee should 
serve to do preliminary spadework that otherwise 
might be neglected by the Legislature. 

One word of warning, we believe, is needed. It is 
typical of Americans to rush to extremes and, in the 
excitement of correcting the injustice against real 
estate, there iy'no assurance that the Legislature may 
not go too far. It should be kept in mind that the 
goal is an equitable tax system and, in any such 
system, real estate must continue to pay a fully 
proportionate share of tax revenues. 
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OHIO AND ILLINOIS. 

Gov. Davey of Ohio has signed the rigid automo- 
bile drivers’ license bill passed by the Legislature of 
his State in its current special session. This will 
be good news for the people of Ohio. Ten years from 
now, many of them will still be living who other- 
wise would have been killed by reckless drivers, de- 
prived under the law of the right to operate a car. 
At the same time, it is news which will bring regret 
to many residents of [llinois—regret not that Ohio 
has taken this forward step, but regret that the 
Illinois Legislature‘has not seen fit to approve a sim- 
ilar measure in its present special session. Gov. Hor- 
ner asked for it and many persons and organizations 
have worked for it. A State with the crowded high- 
ways of populous Illinois should have such a law, 
by all means. 
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BOMBING PLANES IN ETHIOPIA. 

Italian bombing planes were effective in the recent 
attacks on Dessye, on the Northern Ethiopian front. 
There, it was reported, they killed 55 persons and 
wounded more than 300, including women, children 
and hospital patients. On the Southern front, how- 
ever, planes have not been so effective. In fact, Har- 
old Denny cables to the New York Times from Ethi- 
opian headquarters at Jijiga, “Ethiopians, from high- 
est to lowest, are literally laughing at them.” He re- 
ports that in the raids on the mud-and-straw village 
of Daggah Bur, 13 planes dropped between 200 and 
250 bombs. Total result: one chicken wounded. 
(Natives killed and ate the chicken.) 

On other occasions, Italian planes have thrown 
bombs at lone Ethiopian soldiers. One man was the 
target of 23 bombs, all of which missed him. Planes 
are effective only against massed troops, an Ethi- 
opian General explains, and “our troops are not 
massed.” With such slight military and property 
damage, the Ethiopians enjoy seeing the Italians 
waste their money. Planes have been useful to the 
Italians for reconnaisance, Mr. Denny explains, but 
for inflicting casualties or inspiring fear, “they have 
failed utterly.”

HIGHWAY NEEDS OF ST. LOUIS. 
With the originally laid out Missouri State high- 
way system and many of the supplementary routes 
virtually completed, and with motor traffic continu- 
ing to grow, it is timely at the approach of a new 
year to consider the position of St. Louis with rela- 
tion to the State roads. 
Much has been accomplished by the State Highway 
Commission for the benefit of Missouri's largest city 
and of those who wish to reach it. Many things, 
however, remain to be done to complete the job of 
furnishing adequate access to the metropolis. 
The express highway, between Vandeventer avenue 
and Skinker boulevard, and the widening of No. 61 
to 40 feet as far south as Crystal City, both of which 
are under construction, are among the outstanding 
improvements. No. 66 will be a-fine road when 
widening is completed to the junction of No. 50 at 
the Bourbeuse River, but it would be much safer and 
more desirable if given four lanes instead of three 
beyond Lindbergh boulevard. Among other radial 
highways, widening should be extended considerably 
farther away from the city on Nos. 30, 40, 50 and 
99, although the broad eastern sections are satisfac- 
tory. The same is true of Lindbergh boulevard, the 
belt route. 
Of considerable importance also are a number of 
other highways to complete the metropolitan system, 
some of which have been broached by the State, 
with preliminary work undertaken in certain in- 
stances. All should be pushed to completion. This 
category includes: the so-called superhighway to 
Wentzville; a direct route to the Lake of the Ozarks, 
by way of No. 50 and other existing routes and 
three short new links; a new southwestern route to 
the Ozarks, south of the Meramec River, through an 
offshoot from No. 30 to Salem; extension of No. 21 
from Hillsboro to South St. Louis; connections from 
Olive Street and Manchester roads to Babler Memo- 
rial State Park and the scenic drive which stretches 
along the Missouri River beyond Hermann; exten- 
sion of the express highway from Vandeventer ave- 
nue to Municipal Bridge; completion of the outer 
belt highways passing through Valley Park and Eu- 
reka; construction of the Mississippi River route to 
Louisiana, Mo.; completion of the farm-to-market 
system in St. Louis and adjacent counties, and pro- 
vision of more highway and railroad grade separa- 
tions at important points. 
This is a long list, but no more than a commun- 
ity which provides about half of the State road funds 
is entitled to. The State Highway Commission, 
Citizens’ Road Committee, Chamber of Commerce 
and other civic bodies might paste it in their future 
books.

POET OF SIMPLE BEAUTY. 

Lizette Woodworth Reese, who died recently just 
short of her eightieth birthday in her beloved Bal- 
timore, wrote poetry as she lived—tranquilly, hum- 
bly, without show or pride. If she was moved to 
write, she put her pen to paper; if not, she kept 
busy with the teaching that was her life work from 
girlhood until she was 65. Her days were “a sym- 
phony of sweet experiences” and as a true poet she 
knew better than to mar them by forcing herself to 
write because publishers were eager to sell her 
poems. 

Rural Maryland was her deepest love, and she 
caught up its-rolling charm and flowering loveliness 
in fine-cut lines. The very titles of her slender books 
—“A Branch of May,” “A Handful of Lavender,” “A 
Quiet Road,” “A Wayside Lute,” “Spicewood,” “Wild 
Cherry,” “White April’”—breathe the refreshment and 
inspiration which she found in the unspoiled coun- 
tryside of her native State. “Tears,” her best-known 
poem, beginning: 


When I consider life and its few years— 
A wisp of fog betwixt us and the sun; 


is frequently called the finest American sonnet. 
From the November, 1899, issue of Scribner’s Maga- 
zine, its lines have found their way into many a 
scrapbook and anthology. With Miss Reese’s death, 
Baltimore has lost its first woman citizen, and the 
small circle of authentic American poets has a va- 
cant chair. 
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Anyhow, old Doc Townsend isn’t afraid to perform 
a capital operation. 
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ARE THERE TWO MR. FARLEYS?

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DROPPING US A BIT OF ADVICE,

The Paramount Issue 


E BELONG to a generation which is 

aware that not only its familiar insti- 

tutions and ways of living are in jeopar- 
dy but that there exists, for the first time 
in many centuries, a challenge to the essen- 
tial traditions of civilized society. The bland 
assumptions of our youth that it was our 
destiny to enjoy an ordered progress toward 
a better life have been brutally shattered, 
and we stand at one of those junctures of 
history where men must defend those very 
things which they have hitherto taken for 
granted. 

They had supposed it was settled that so- 
ciety ought to be ruled, not by arbitrary 
will, but by law, and that the wills of indi- 
vidual men ought to be ruled, not by their 
appetites, but by consideration for others. 
Lawlessness and arbitrary desire have, of 
course, never, even in the noblest ages, been 
more than partially subdued. What is star- 
tling in the world today is not that there is 
so much disorder and unrestrained willful- 
ness, but that large groups of civilized men 
in almost all countries have come to believe 
that arbitrariness, rather than law, is right, 
is noble, is the means by which they must 
achieve their destiny. 
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It is in this sense that it ean be said with 
accuracy that civilization itself is chal- 
lenged. He who fails to appreciate the grav- 
ity of that challenge will not, I believe, un- 
derstand the forces that are at grips with 
each other in the modern world; he will not 
see what is at stake behind all the bewilder- 
ing confusion of the day’s news; he will 
lack the conviction that alone can give men 
the courage to meet this challenge; he will 
live and die having failed to do his part in 
one of the great moments of history. 

It is not easy to grasp clearly, much less 
to put into words, the meaning of this chal- 
lenge. For it touches matters which few of 
us who were educated in the pre-war world 
had learned to discuss. 

In those days, men argued about this law 
or that, but took it for granted that there 
would be law. They argued about moral 
questions, but they assumed that some gen- 
eral standard of behavior, not merely a pres- 
ent appetite, would be the test of conduct. 
They argued about religion, but they did 
not suppose that it would ever again be de- 
nied that in the human ideal a regenerate 
spirit should preside over the animal pas- 
sions. Yet all these things are denied and 
attacked not merely by the underworld but 
by some who sit in seats of authority and 
by many men who profess to represent the 
learning and wisdom of civilization itself. 

The issue is one that goes much deeper 
than any particular question of policy or of 
the form of a state or even of the preten- 
sions of any set of conspirators or tyrants. 
It is at last a question of whether those who 
have inherited the tradition of order in hu- 
man affairs will succeed once more in re- 
establishing the undisputed authority of that 
tradition in the hearts and minds of men. 

That authority is shaken. It is impugned. 
It is aggressively attacked. It is our duty 
to reassert it against the barbarians with- 
out, but above all against the impatient, 
willful barbarian that is in each of us. 

There is no reason to despair of the out- 
come. We may be confident that, once they 
understand the issue, a host of men will 
gather from every quarter of the civilized 


world, aroused in their determination that a 
society based on law shall not be destroyed. 
There is abundant evidence that the call has 
already been heard and that mighty forces 
of resistance are gathering. 

This surely is the ultimate meaning, for 
example, of the spectacular behavior of Eu- 
ropean popular opinion in regard to the 
Ethiopian war. For, when everything has been 
said about the lamentable diplomacy, about 
the confusion of purposes at Geneva, about 
the dangerous unwisdom of the actual pro- 
cedure, about the manifest special national 
interests involved, it is still a fact that from 
Spain to Scandinavia, from Ireland to Tur- 
key, multitudes are insisting that lawless ag- 
gression shall not receive the approval of the 
civilized world. 

Surely that is a portent in human affairs 
which cannot be explained away as a merely 
sentimental concern about whether the 
feudal lords of Ethiopia or the agents of 
Italian imperialism shall rule over primitive 
tribes on the edge of an African desert. 
There is another force at work in Europe, 
a force which every government finds itself 
compelled to respect, and that force is the 
groping sense of masses of human beings 
that if they do not defend the law against 
this challenge, they may never be able to 
defend it again. 


It may well be that this rising popular 
resistance to lawlessness will in itself drive 
the governments to measures that will ag- 
gravate rather than diminish the disorder 
of Europe. There is reason to fear this, and 
for the observer at this distance, the situa- 
tion is one which must arouse great anxiety. 

There is no doubt that there is the danger 
of a great collision between the democratic 
peoples of Europe, who believe they must 
defend their law and their liberties, and the 
despots, who must carry through or go 
down. But, however great the danger, how- 
ever difficult the task of statesmen in avert- 
ing it, one thing stands out. It is that the 
European world will not submit without a 
desperate struggle to the triumph of those 
who have made their arbitrary purposes the 
principle of government. 

Though in its desperate form the struggle 
is centered in Europe, though we are not 
directly involved and shall not, I confident- 
ly believe, become involved in it, the general 
issue between law and arbitrary government 
is world-wide, and in many different forms 
confronts us too. It is very necessary to un- 
derstand that issue, not in the trivial and 
trumped-up version of it which so many par- 
tisan politicians are exploiting, but in its full 
and genera! import. 

It has just been stated with classic lucid- 
ity and scholarly distinction and serene wis- 
dom by one of the most eminent of Amer- 
ican historians. It is the work of Prof. C. 
H. MclIlwain; it is published in the current 
number of Foreign Affairs and it is called 
“Government by Law.” It should be widely 
cirqulated. If there is such a thing as a list 
of publications that no one should miss, this 
article belongs on that list. For it states the 
essential truth that men must hold if they 
are to master the disorder of the modern 
world, and in that truth they will find a 
faith by which to live.

Briefly, it 
je the fact that the new ring of 
Mediterranean nations surrounding 
Mussolini contains two bitter tradi- 
tional enemies of Italy. 

These two—-Yugoslavia and Tur- 
key—would like nothing better than 
to precipitate war against their 
ancient enemy, especially at a time 
when they are sure of the support 
of France and Great Britain.

O one ever forgets a visit to the 
N rower of London. It is not one 

tall tower standing high, as one 
might think, but more like a grim, 
gloomy old castle with grounds, 
and many small towers. 


There is the Beauchamp Tower 
where Lady Jane Grey was impris- 
oned and from which she was led 
to her death. There is the White 
Tower, and, among others to many 
to name, the famous Bloody Tower. 

The name sounds horrible, but 
when one sees the Bloody Tower, 
as one can do by special permit— 
it has become part of a _ private 
dwelling—it is not quite so bad as 
it sounds at first. 

One is shown the room where the 
little Princes were smothered, and 
the cell where Sir Walter Raleigh 
was imprisoned, and where, to while 
away tedious days, he spent his 
time writing a history of the world.
